But Stegman works, 
and better than I would have thought. His art 
evokes a bit of that Todd McFarlane art and 
Sal Buscema feel. 

Yes, there are things I'm not incredibly fond 
of. I don't like kids being main characters in 
comics and MJ as a super hero feels off to me. 
NOT bad, just off. I also feel a little cheated 
as a longtime fan, especially since it seems 
so right, that I missed out on the birth of Peter 
Parker's kid. This is all greatly outweighed by 
the pros I already mentioned. 

Finally, thank you for giving me SPIDER-MAN 
back. When Marvel undid the marriage, I 
walked away. I tried for the first three story 
arcs, but it wasn't SPIDER-MAN to me. I'm not 
saying it was wrong, just wrong for me. I was 
born in the '80s and a married Spider-Man is 
what I knew. 

Sure, I would pick up an issue that seemed 
really interesting orwhen a writer I really liked 
would take up scripting. I found SUPERIOR 
SPIDER-MAN fun, I grabbed up every issue 
of SCARLET SPIDER, and you better believe 
I slapped down $3.99 for each issue of the 


original RENEW YOUR VOWS series. But 
mostly, I just found anything outside those 
examples to be varying shades of "not for me." 
Remember - not bad, just not for me. 

I feel like I am at home in a Spider-Man comic, 
instead of just visiting the old neighborhood. 

It even makes the cancelation of CARNAGE 
manageable.
